CONSTITUTION No. 2 
By HARLAND AND WINIFRED BROWN 


The Volunteer Fire Department of New Boston may well 
be proud of its history. It was organized as the “Constitu- 
tion No. 2 Engine Company” in 1872 and still bears this 
title. When the Salem, Massachusetts Fire Department 
purchased its first steam engines, their Hunneman hand 
tub became the property of New Boston. This tub was 
made in Boston, Massachusetts in 1852, and at that time 
was considered one of the finest pieces of hand fire equip- 
ment available. It required fifty men to pump her, Records 
show that New Boston pumpers could throw a stream of 
water, after passing through one-hundred-fifty feet of hose, 
a distance of two-hundred-nineteen feet. The tub was 
drawn by either men or a pair of horses. 

In addition to her practical value in fighting fires, Con- 
stitution No. 2 has participated in Many Firemen’s Musters. 
One of the high lights in her history was going to Boston, 
Massachusetts with her entire company as guests of Mr. 
J. R. Whipple, September 23, 1896. A special train was used 
for the trip. After parading through the streets of Boston 
she competed against many other noted New England 
hand tubs, and records prove she made a creditable per- 
formance. 

For over fifty years Constitution No. 2 was New Boston's 
main fire fighting equipment. In 1925 a mechanical pump 
was installed on a Reo truck owned by the Engine Com- 
pany, and the hand tub was retired from active service. 

On the Fifty Year Revival of “The Old Time Firemen’s 
Muster in New Hampshire” loyal workers cooperated to 
recondition and redecorate the Constitution No. 2. On 
September 3, 1956 she was in the Firemen’s Parade in 
Manchester and from there went to compete against other 
hand tubs at Pine Island Park. Due to a defective part, 
she was eliminated in the trial run, however with the en- 
thusiasm and spirit of local citizens, it is believed that Con- 
stitution No. 2 will yet prove her merit in future musters 
just as she has done in the past. |

Record of Town Meeting 1956 


Articles in 1956 Town Warrant and Proceedings of the Town Meeting 
March 13, 1956 


The meeting was opened at 10:00 A.M. with prayers by Rev. Henry 
Jameson, Jr. Then the polls were opened to take care of Articles 1 & 
2, and other ballot voting and closed at 7:00 P.M. The other articles 
were taken up and voted on at 1:30 P.M. 


1. To choose all necessary officers for the ensuing year. 


2. To vote on the following subject: Shall the provisions of Chapter 
171A of Revised Laws relative to playing games of Beano be adopted 
in this town. The vote was — Yes, 131 — No, 74. 


3. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 
town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations of the 
same. 

Voted to raise and

4. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,188.54, the State to contribute $7,923.60 for town road aid or act 
in relation thereto.

5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $300.00 for Civil Defense, or act in relation thereto. 
Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $300.00. 


6. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $1,200.00 to the Fire Department, for the purpose of securing 
another truck and tank to replace fire truck No. 2, or act in relation 
thereto. 

It was voted to make the following amendment to Article 6 (83 
Total — 59 for and 24 against): 

Amendment: That the sum of $1,200.00 be transferred from the 
Town of New Boston Trust Fund of $2,359.88 to purchase another 
truck and tank to replace fire truck No. 2. 


Voted to transfer the sum of $1,200.00 from the Town of New 
Boston Trust Fund of $2,359.88 to purchase another truck and tank 
to replace fire truck No. 2. 


7. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$300.00, to prune and spray the trees around the town common, or 
act in relation thereto. 

Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $300.00. 


8. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum 
not exceeding $100.00 (less than 1/100th of one per cent of the Town’s 
assessed valuation) to the Merrimack Valley Region Association as 
the Town’s proportionate share in publicizing and promoting all 
interests in this region, or act in relation thereto. 


Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $100.00. 


9. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$2,000.00, to procure the services of a consulting engineer for the 
preparation of a report upon the feasibility of establishing a water 
supply and/or sewage disposal system in the town of New Boston, 
such report to contain an analysis of present and predicted future 
requirements for these services, specific recommendations as to what, 
if any, construction should be undertaken in the near future, an 
estimate of the cost thereof, or act in relation thereto. 


Voted to add the following amendment to Article 9: 


Amendment: Motion that a committee consisting of planning 
board and Selectmen be a sewer and/or water survey committee to 
bring in a report to next annual town meeting. 

Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,000.00 and accept 
the amendment. 


10. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $2,000.00, for a new road from the Depot to the foot of High 
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Street, or to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000.00 to repair 
Depot Bridge, or act in relation thereto. 

Moved not to do anything about the road from the Depot to the 
foot of High Street. 

Voted to make the following amendment to Article 10: 

Moved that $1,000.00 be raised and appropriated to repair Depot 
Bridge and that Depot Street, so-called, be made a one-way street 
(down) from Route 77, with a “No Trucks Allowed” sign at the en- 
trance from Route 77 and “Stop” signs at the Bridge and River Road. 

Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000.00 and accept 
the amendment. 


11. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
sell or administer property of the town acquired by tax deed or gift. 

Voted to authorize the Selectmen to see or administer property of 
the town acquired by tax deed or gift. 


12. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to hire 
money to meet the necessary expenses of the town. 

Voted to authorize the Selectmen to hire money to meet the neces- 
sary expenses of the town. 


13. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
deliver inventory blanks at the time inventory is taken. 

Voted to authorize the Selectmen to deliver inventory blanks at 
the time inventory is taken. 


14. To transact any other business that may legally come before the 
meeting. 

Rev. Henry Jameson made the motion that the Town Reports be 
accepted as printed and a vote of thanks to Mr. Gunnar Isacson for 
his excellent work on the Town Reports. 

It was voted in the affirmative. 


A motion was made that when the ballots were counted that the 
meeting be closed.

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Article No. 9, Town Warrant 


We found approximately fifty buildings in New Boston are effected 
by the State program of the Piscataquog River Pollution Control. 

The first step of considering a water and/or sewage disposal system 
we found from discussion with the Water Pollution and Health De- 
partments at Concord, is to secure a preliminary or feasibility report 
from a competent engineering firm. This would enable an evaluation 
of the expected results in terms of cost. 

We have received from Anderson-Nichols Co. at Concord, N. H. 
an outline of the information such a report should contain. 


1. General considerations for both projects would be: 
a Population, present and future 
b Areas to be served, present and future 
c ‘Topographical description and map 
d Development trends 
2. Water System 
a Source of supply 
b Collection and distribution 
c Analysis of amount of water to be made available for do- 
mestic use, commercial use and fire protection 
d Treatment (if any is required) 
e Materials and supplies 
f Pumping and/or control equipment 
3. Sewage and Sewage Disposal 
a Estimated quantities and character of waste 
b Legal requirements 
c Collection routes and materials necessary 
d Treatment — method and equipment 
4. Financing for either or both systems 


In New Boston it would be necessary to form a precinct. This pro- 
cedure would enable a more equitable future distribution of cost 
among those who directly benefit and provide for a contribution for 
those outside the precinct only to the extent that indirect benefits, such 
as services to town owned facilities would accrue to them. 

From the Board of Fire Underwriters for New Hampshire we learned 
the fire insurance rates would be reduced approximately 30% with a 
hydrant fire protection system. 

Peace of mind is hard to evaluate in dollars and cents. Besides the 
fire protection available, the expenses from breakdowns in systems 
and pump and septic tank cost and maintenance would cease ‘to be 
a calamity for the individual. 

Besides answering the questions and trying to alleviate the probleme 
of those immediately effected, this may be one way to help New Boston 
to progress and grow as surrounding towns are doing. These facilities 
are something to offer a business prospect interested in locating in this 
area. The only way to be certain whether New Boston can afford 
to have either or both of these systems is to raise and appropriate the 
$2,000 necessary to have the complete study made. 
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Finance Committee Report 


This Committee has considered each item in the Town and School 
budgets and all the Articles in each of the Warrants, and has dis- 
cussed them with the various town officials concerned and the School 
Board in its attempt to arrive at as reasonable recommendations as 
possible. We wish to express our appreciation for the cooperation 
which we received. -

Gentlemen: 

Submitted herewith is the report of an examination and audit of 
the accounts of the New Boston School District for the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1956, which was made by this Division in accordance 
with the vote of the District. Exhibits as hereafter listed are included 
as part of the report. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Included in the examination and audit were the accounts and rec- 
ords of the School Board and the School District Treasurer. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


Comparative Balance Sheets: (Exhibit A) 

Comparative Balance Sheets as of June 30, 1955 and June 30, 1956, 
are presented in Exhibit A. As indicated therein, the Net Debt in- 
creased by $73,135.69 during the fiscal year ended June 30, 1956. 


Analysis of Change in Financial Condition: (Exhibit B) 

An analysis of the change in financial condition of the School Dis- 
trict during the fiscal year is made in Exhibit B, with the factors which 
caused the change indicated therein. 


Comparative Statements of Appropriations and Expenditures — Esti- 
mated and Actual Revenues: (Exhibits C & D) 

Comparative statements of appropriations and expenditures, esti- 
mated and actual revenues for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1956, are 
presented in Exhibits C and D. As indicated by the Budget Summary 
(Exhibit D), a revenue deficit of $1,617.40, plus a net overdraft of 
appropriations of $7,333.49, resulted in a net budget deficit of 
$8,950.89. 


Summary of Receipts and Expenditures: (Exhibit E-1) 

A summary of receipts and expenditures for the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1956, made up in accordance with the uniform classification 
of accounts, is included in Exhibit E-l. Proof of the Treasurer’s bal- 
ance as of June 30, 1956, is included in Exhibit E-2. 
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Statement of Long Term Indebtedness: (Exhibit G) 

A statement of the long term indebtedness of the School District as 
of June 30, 1956, showing annual debt service requirements, is con- 
tained in Exhibit G. 


Statement of School District Appropriation Account: (Exhibit F) 

A statement of the School District appropriation account is included 
in Exhibit F. As indicated therein, as of June 30, 1956, the School 
District had received from the Town an advance on the 1956-1957 
school tax in the amount of $9,300.00, which is shown as a lability 
item in the Balance Sheet. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 


Current Deficit: 

It is noted that the current deficit (excess of current liabilities over 
total assets) increased by $7,835.69 during the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1956, as shown by the following statement:

A deficiency appropriation of $2,800.00 was included in the 1956- 
1957 budget which only partially covered the current deficit. The 
financial situation at present is therefore as follows: 


Current Deficit — As of June 30, 1956 $11,649.86 
Less: Deficiency Appropriation to be Raised in the 

1956-1957 School Tax 2,800.00 
Balance of Deficit to be Made Up $8,849.86 


Consideration should be given to the matter of making up the 
$8,800.00 deficit in the preparation of the 1957-1958 and subsequent 
years’ budgets of the School District. It is suggested that a deficiency 
appropriation of $2,200.00 might be made each year for four years or 
until such time as the deficit is liquidated. 


Conclusion: 


The provisions of Chapter 184 of the Laws of 1955, require that 
this report or the summary of findings and recommendations (letter of 
transmittal) shall be published in the next annual report of the 
School District. 
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We extend our thanks to the officials of the New Boston School 
District for their assistance during the course of the audit.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the Citizens of New Boston: 


I hereby submit my annual report as superintendent of the New 
Boston schools. 

Teaching Staff 

With the opening of school in September, we had an entirely new 
staff in our high school, and one change on the elementary level. 

The following teachers terminated their service with us as of June 
30, — John McNamara — High School Principal, William Powers — 
Vocational Agriculture, Joyce Tefft — Home Economics, Charles 
Juris — English and Social Studies, Elsie Johnson — Science, Eliza- 
beth Anderson — Mathematics, and Helen Garon — Grade 1. 

We were very fortunate in the teachers secured as replacements. 
Carl Van deBogart, for six years a teacher of science at Farmington 
High School, took over as the principal of the high school and 
science instructor. George Kittredge of Mont Vernon, a graduate of 
the University of New Hampshire, and prior instructor of Vocational 
Agriculture under the Veterans Program in New Boston, replaced 
Mr. Powers. Mrs. Helen Witty, who had been teaching on the elemen- 
tary level, although a qualified home economics teacher, was assigned 
the program previously covered by Mrs. Tefft. Mrs. Verna Drury, 
previously of Kents Hill, Maine, and Harold Hapgood, a graduate of 
Keene Teachers College, rounded out our high school staff. 

Mr. Guy Heath, a graduate of Plymouth Teachers College, was em- 
ployed to teach grades five and six, and serve as elementary principal. 
Miss Dorothy Wheatley, also a graduate of Plymouth Teachers Col- 
lege, replaced Miss Garon in Grade 1. 


Enrollment 

The current school year opened with approximately the same num- 
ber of pupils as a year ago. However, the distribution of this number 
became rather difficult with an increase on the junior-senior high 
school level. Even slight increases on the high school level make it no 
longer possible to combine two consecutive classes as has been the 
practice in past years, and a problem of scheduling has arisen. ‘This 
problem will be more acute another year, together with a slight increase 
in the total enrollment. These problems will be considered at a later 
point of this report. 


The District Warrant for 1957 

The warrant for the March 1957 meeting, in addition to the cus- 
tomary articles regarding officers and budget, contains several so-called 
“special articles.” 

The warrant contains an article for a deficiency appropriation as 
recommended by the State Tax Commission as a result of the annual 
audit by that office. A year ago we carried such an article to the 
amount of $2,800, $1,800 to cover over-run on transportation, and 
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$1,000 on the costs of the new building. It will be recalled that at the 
time of financing the new building, there was a question as to whether 
or not we could float a bond issue in excess of $68,800, although the 
district had authorized an expenditure of $70,000 on the building. 

Rather than experience a delay in the sale of the bonds, it was de- 
cided to issue said bonds to the amount of $68,800. In addition to the 
construction costs of $70,255.82 as listed in the Annual Report a year 
ago, such items as phone, electricity, heat, insurance, and interest on 
the refinanced loan brought the total cost of the project to $72,529.63. 
This amount was $3,229.63 more than the $68,800 bond issue and the 
additional $1,000 provided in March 1956. 

The warrant also includes an article to cover the wishes of the 
voters relative to sewage disposal. At this writing no definite plan has 
been formulated, but it is anticipated that such will be available at 
the annual meeting, and an appropriation of $500 is carried in the 
article for such purpose. 


1957-58 Budget 

The proposed budget for 1957-58 as prepared by the School Board, 
calls for an increase of approximately $10,000 over the amount of the 
current budget. The anticipated income from other than tax sources 
shows an increase of some $6,400, making an increase in the tax levy 
of $3,500. 

The principal item of increase in the gross budget is due to the 
item of teachers’ salaries. The School Board proposes that an addi- 
tional teacher be employed to relieve the anticipated load on the 
junior-senior high school level. As was mentioned previously in this 
report, the previous pattern of combining classes is no longer possible 
in many instances, and there is not sufficient class time available for 
the present staff to adequately take care of the necessary new class 
units. 

It might also be mentioned at this time, that it would appear that 
another year we will also need to add another teacher on the Grades 
1-6 level. Again, our elementary grades are running just enough larger 
to prevent combinations of grades on the elementary level, and we 
must look forward to a one grade per room arrangement in the fall 
of 1958. 

Conclusion 

As mentioned in my report of last year, the citizens of New Boston 
should be justly proud of their new elementary building. The build- 
ing has proven satisfactory and functional to the teachers and school 
board. 

In conclusion may I express my appreciation to the teaching staff, 
school board, building committee, — in fact to all who have con- 
tributed in making the present school situation so successful and 
profitable to the pupils in our schools.

At the beginning of the school year, all children were examined by 
Dr. Samuel Fraser. 

All pupils were weighed, measured, and given a vision and hearing 
test. 

206 children received the Patch Test.

In October, 193 children received their first innoculation of Salk 
vaccine, and 30 received their second innoculation.

Registration was held in April with 14 of our incoming First 
Graders present. 

Four children were seen at the Orthopedic Clinic and two at the 
Mental Hygiene Clinic. 

30 home visits were made during the year and 35 first aids given.
